To  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1956  for 
your  consideration.  As  a result  of  the  unfortunate  death  of  Dr. King 
the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  Willis, 
to  whom  I am  indebted  for  much  of  the  information  contained  in  this 
report. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  were  favourable  and  show  that 
the  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory.  I have  introduced 
this  year,  a new  rate,  the  perinatal  mortality  rate,  in  order  to 
give  a truer  picture  of  infant  mortality.  A baby  which  dies  at  birth 
is  called  a stillbirth  if  it  fails  to  take  a breath  after  birth,  and  * 
a neonatal  death  if  it  takes  a breath  and  then  dies.  Whether  a baby 
dies  just  prior  to  birth  or  just  after  may  be  a matter  of  chance, 
or  even  of  opinion.  A rate  which  takes  account  of  both  stillbirths 
and  neonatal  deaths,  relating  them  to  total  births  (live  and  still) 
is  therefore  more  reliable  than  the  Infant  Mortality  rate. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  district  in  1956  was  18.25 
which  is  extremely  low.  However,  there  were  18  stillbirths,  and  con- 
sequently the  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  slightly  above  that  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1955. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  provision  of  sewage  schemes. 
During  the  year  the  Bottesford  scheme  was  completed  and  work  on  the 
Messingham  scheme  commenced.  The  Ministry’s  permission  was  received 
for  the  Barrow  scheme  to  go  ta  tender.  The  schemes,  which  have  been 
prepared,  for  Goxhill,  New  Holland,  Winterton,  Scawby  and  Burton 
Stather  still  await  the  Ministry’s  permission  to  proceed. 

During  the  year  the  new  food  hygiene  regulations  came  into  force, 
and  when  fully  implemented  they  should  help  reduce  the  risk  of  food 
poisoning. 

another  innovation  has  been  the  trial  of  the  new  British  mod- 
ified Salk  vaccine  against  Poliomyelitis.  This  was  given  to  a group 
of  children  selected  according  to  month  of  birth,  whose  parents 
volunteered.  The  results  , reported  by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
in  June,  1957  are  encouraging.  The  attack  rate  of  paralytic  polio- 
myelitis anong  those  volunteers  who  were  given  the  vaccine  was  only  a 
fifth  of  that  observed  among  those  volunteers  who  were  not  so  protected. 
The  duration  of  the  immunity  conferred  has  yet  to  be  determined.  A 
larger  group  of  children  will  be  protected  in  1957* 
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There  were  12  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  in  1956  compared  - 
with  10  in  1955,  1 in  1954,6  in  1953  and  3 in  1952.  This  reflects 
the  trend  for  deaths  from  this  cause  to  increase  throughout  the 
country.  The  evidence  that  smoking,  particularly  cigerette  smoking, 
is  the  main  factor  responsible  for  this  state  of  affairs  continues 
to  mount,  and  is  now  overwhelming.  It  must  he  our  duty  during  the 
coming  year  to  publicise  this  information.  People  who  have  smoked 
for  years  do  not  like  stopping,  but  if  young  people  leaving  school 
can  be  discouraged  from  taking  up  the  habit  a lot  will  be  achieved. 

No  serious  slum  clearance  work  was  undertaken  during  the  year. 
This  must  increase  the  burden  of  such  work  to  be  undertaken  annually 
for  the  next  three  years  if  your  undertaking  to  the  Ministry  is  to 
be  honoured.  It  is,  therefore,  most  important  that  a start  be  made 
as  soon  as  possible.  Rehousing  the  people  will  prove,  as  always,  the 
big  problem  and  will  limit  the  rate  at  which  the  work  can  be  done. 

This  work  is  of  importance,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  bad 
tenant,  and  poor  manager.  These  are  the  people  who  are  least 
acceptable  to  housing  committees  as  tenants  for  council  houses. 

Whereas  a competent  housev/ife  can  keep  a bad  property  reasonably 
clean  and  habitable,  and  will  bring  up  her  children  to  have  good 
habits,  the  incompetent  or  inadequate  woman  will  fail  to  do  this. 

Such  a woman,  however,  if  given  a good  modern  house  which  is  easier 
to  run  may  well  improve  considerably  in  her  way  of  life.  Her  children 
will  thus  develop  higher  standards  and  a new  generation  of  ’'problem 
families"  may  be  prevented.  Such  people  tend  to  inhabit  the  worst 
slum  properties,  and  not  infrequently  they  have  large  families.  Some 
of  these  families  will  fail  to  improve,  but  this  should  not  dis- 
courage us,  for  the  results  among  those  who  do  improve  will  affect 
future  generations.  Bad  housing  is  associated  with  poor  physical 
health  quite  often,  but  it's  effects  upon  mental  health  and  social 
adjustment  are  probably  of  even  greater  importance.  There  are  between 
700  and  800  houses  in  the  district  believed  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  Dealing  with  them  in  the  course  of  the  next  three  years 
is  the  challenge  which  we  have  to  face. 

This  task  will  prove  an  impossible  one  unless  the  staff  is 
brought  up  to  strength,  and  an  Inspector  is  appointed  forthwith  to 
fill  the  vacancy  resulting  from  the  loss  of  Mr.  Grimshaw  in  March 
last  year.  The  present  three  Inspectors  are  fully  occupied  with  the 
routine  work  of  the  district.  If  this  very  heavy  Slum  Clearance 
programme  is  to  be  successfully  tackled  it  will  require  the  full-time 
services  of  our  men.  To  attempt  it  with  our  present  staff  would 
involve  neglecting  other  essential  services. 

In  conclusion  may  I thank  Mr.  McIntosh  for  his  help  in  pre- 
paring this  Report  and  for  the  section  on  the  work  of  the  Inspectors 
at  the  end.

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General  description  of  the  district. 


The  Rural  District  of  Glanford  Brigg  covers  an  area  of  about 
136,595  acres,  and  includes  41  parishes.  The  population  is  32,980 
and  appears  to  he  slowly  increasing. 

Although  the  main  industry  is  agriculture,  there  are  a number 
of  industries  in  the  district,  including  iron  ore  mines,  chalk 
quarries,  beet  sugar  manufacture,  ship  building  and  repairing,  the 
manufacture  of  cement,  bricks,  artificial  manure  and  poultry  food, 
and  the  refining  of  oil.  There  are  many  other  small  industries. 
Many  Inhabitants  of  the  district  are  employed  in  the  Steelworks 
in  the  Borough  of  Scunthorpe  and  a large  number  are  also  employed 
at  Immingham  docks.

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ANTHRAX 
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A small  out-break  of  Anthrax  occurred  among  animals  in  the 
parishes  of  Thornton  Curtis,  Wootton,  Horkstow,  East  Halton,  South 
Killingholme  and  Croxton.  A suspected  carcase  at  Barrow  was  found 
not  to  be  infected.  The  out-break  occurred  in  the  months  of  February 
and  March  and  five  beasts  and  two  pigs  'were  affected. 

The  out-break  was  fortunately  confined  to  animals.  I under- 
stand a suspected  human  case  cleared  up  satisfactorily  with  peni- 
cillin treatment,  but  no  Anthraz  bacilli  were  found  on  bacteriological 
investigation. 


FOOD  POISONING. 

Although  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  one  small 
out-break  is  known  to  have  occurred,  among  children  having  school 
meals  in  Winterton. 

The  illness  was  of  short  duration,  usually  lasting  only  two  to 
three  hours,  but  five  children  had  diarrhoea  t wo  days  later.  The 
symptons  were  dizziness  and  vomiting. 

The  onset  was  rapid,  being  from  15  to  90  minutes  after  eating 
the  meal. 

There  were  28  cases,  out  of  291  persons  who  ate  the  meal. 

Investigations  failed  to  identify  the  cause  of  the  out-break. 
Specimens  of  sausage  roll,  sausage  meat,  stewed  apple  and  apricot, 
boiled  cabbage,  mashed  potato,  lard  and  dried  apricots  were  examined 
by  the  analyst  who  found  no  contamination  likely  to  cause  illness. 

Although  bacteriological  examination  showed  a high  count  in 
the  gravy  no  pathogen  v/as  isolated  and  much  bacterial  growth  could 
have  occurred  subsequent  to  consumption  of  the  meal. 

Two  of  the  food  handlers  gave  positive  nasal  swabs  for  staphylo- 
coccus aureus,  and  all  other  investigations  including  swabs  of  hands 
and  faeces-specimens,  were  negative. 

This  out-break  presents  the  features  of  poisoning  by  a bacterial 
toxin  or  chemical  poison,  and  although  the  cause  was  not  proven  it 
seems  likely  that  staphylococcal  entertozin  was  to  blame. 

The  investigations  were  carried  out  by  the  County  Health  Depart- 
ment. The  out-break  occurred  on  the  27th  September,  1956. 
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Water  Supplies.  4 

1 1 

Mains  water  services  are  provided  in  every  parish.  The  water  is 
provided  by  the  North  Lindsey  Water  Board,  and  comes  from  deep  bores. 
Most  of  the  water  comes  from  sources  in  the  chalk  of  the  wolds  and 
is  of  good  quality  but  is  very  hard. 

A great  many  properties  in  the  district  are  still  not  served  by 
a public  main  and  rely  upon  private  sources.  Most  of  these  are  shallow 
wells  and  are  most  unsafe.  A number  are  known  to  be  seriously  polluted, 
and  efforts  will  have  to  be  made  to  extend  mains  water  services  in  the 
future. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

Sewage  disposal  works  were  in  existence  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  at  Broughton,  Barnetby,  Kirton  Lindsey,  Gunness  and  1/Vinterton. 

The  plant  at  Winterton  was  inspected  by  Dr.  Willis  and  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  although  no  direct  danger  to  health  existed.  During 
the  year  the  sewage  scheme  for  Bottesford  was  completed,  and  work  com- 
menced on  a scheme  at  Messingham.  Further  schemes  which  have  been 
prepared  for  Goxhill,  New  Holland,  Winterton,  Scawby  and  Burton  Stather 
await  Ministry  sanction,  and  a scheme  for  Barrow  has  been  prepared  for 
tender,  approval  having  been  received  from  the  Ministry. 

The  remaining  parishes  rely  at  present  upon  septic  tanks  or  pail 
closets.  This  is  not  satisfactory,  but  until  the  Ministry  permit  the 
existing  schemes  being  put  into  effect  there  is  little  point  in  pre- 
paring more. 

The  provision  of  proper  sewage  schemes  throughout  the  district 
will  be  a slow  and  costly  process,  which  we  must  tackle  in  the  coming 
years. 


Milk. 

This  area  is  a "Specified"  area  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
and  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations.  Consequently  only 
Pasteurised,  Sterilised  and  Tuberculin  tested  milk  may  be  sold. 

Most  of  the  milk  in  the  district  is  therefore  heat  treated 
before  consumption  and  the  risk  of  milk  borne  infection  is  small. 

There  is,  of  course,  always  an  element  of  risk  that  infections  such 
as  undulant  fev^r  may  be  spread  if  a T.T.  herd  becomes  infected,  and 
there  is  also  some  risk  of  both  tuberculosis  and  undulant  fever  to 
persons  who  live  or  work  at  farms  and  obtain  milk  which  has  not  been 
treated. 

When  a sample  of  milk  is  found  to  contain  either  tubercle  bacilli 
or  Brucella  abortus  (the  cause  of  undulant  fever)  the  producer  is 
warned  of  this  danger. 
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FOODS  SECTION 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

As  in  previous  years  the  co-operation  between 
the  County  Veterinary  Officer  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  this  Council’s  Officers  is  satisfactory.  We  receive 
immediate  notification  regarding  the  source  of  tubercular 
milk  and  instances  of  Brucella  Abortus.  The  following-up 
investigations  are  carried  out  immediately,  and  full  co-op 
eration  is  obtained  from  the  individual  milk  producers. 


(b)  Meat. 


During  the  year  under  review  the  licenced 
Slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have  been  well  conducted, 
and  there  has  been  no  serious  infringement  of  the  Meat  reg- 
ulations. 


It  is  to  be  pointed  out  here  that  an  improvement 
in  co-operation  and  teamwork  has  been  noticeable  during  the 
last  few  months,  and  this  is  attributed  to  the  instance  I 
reported  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  when  a Slaughterhouse 
licence  holder  was  fined  £100  with  costs  and  the  licence 
cancelled.  This  prosecution  appears  to  have  had  a good 
effect,  and  has  definitely  been  taken  as  a very  strong  hint 
by  other  Slaughterhouse  licence  holders. 

The  Council’s  Officers  endeavour  to  maintain  a 
100%  inspection,  but  owing  to  the  irregular  and  unusual  times 
of  slaughter  this  is  on  occasions,  extremely  difficult.

The  Housing  shortage,  particularly  in  the  villages  surrounding 
Scunthorpe  appears  to  be  slightly  abating,  and  I understand  the  new 
Housing  activities  in  the  Borough  of  Scunthorpe  have  now  been  reduced 
somewhat. 

During  the  period  under  review  the  Council  have  been  gradually 
changing  the  policy  from  one  of  Waiting  List  housing  to  one  of  Slum 
Clearance  re-housing.  These  two  problems  are  closely  allied,  and  it  is 
often  difficult  to  separate  and  distinguish  the  true  needs  of  each  parish. 
The  Council, of  course,  are  well  aware  that  the  first  persons  to  be  re- 
housed are  those  at  present  occupying  wartime  temporary  housing  accommo- 
dation. 

It  is  natural  and  quite  rightly  felt  that  the  Council  should  remove 
its  own  Slum  property  before  embarking  on  a large  scale  effort  for  the 
clearance  of  other  peoples  property. 
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SCAVENGING. 


91 


The  Scavenging  Service  in  the  district 
consists  of  the  weekly  emptying  of  pail  closets,  and 
the  fortnightly  emptying  of  house  refuse  in  the  "built-up 
parts  of  each  of  the  41  parishes. 

The  provision  of  the  new  Sewerage  Schemes, 
and  the  consequent  abolition  of  many  pail  closets  is  only 
very  gradually  having  its  effect.  Although  a theoretical 
saving  in  the  cost  of  emptying  pail  closets  is  evident, 
the  practical  and  actual  saving  is  hardly  discernible. 

The  Council’s  nightsoil  vehicle  must  still  enter  this 
village  and  carry  out  the  Service  at  the  remaining  few 
houses.  The  conversion  of  100  pail  closets  into  W.C.s. 
in  any  one  year  may  take  place  in  probably  6 or  7 parishes, 
and  not  be  altogether  in  one  confined  spot. 

It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  any  such 
saving  can  immediately  be  offset  by  an  Award  of  Id  an  hour, 
or  by  an  increase  of  Id  per  gallon  on  petrol.  We  should 
also  have  before  us  the  fact  that  whilst  the  number  of 
pail  closets  in  the  district  is  gradually  diminishing,  the 
number  of  dustbins  is  growing  at  a greater  rate. 


It  is  my  opinion  that  the  value  and  worth  of 
these  new  Sewerage  Schemes  and  Sewers  in  the  various  parishes 
should  not  be  measured  in  terms  of  Pounds,  shillings  and  Pence, 
but  in  the  enhancement  of  living  conditions  brought  about 
by  the  abolition  of  such  antiquated  and  obnoxious  sanitary 
conveniences.  This  particularly  applies  to  Schools  and 
other  places  where  numerous  and  various  people  gather  together. 
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DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE , 


During  the  year  1956  the  Bottesford  and  Messingham 
Sewerage  Scheme  progressed  very  well,  and  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  a good  number  of  house  connections  in  Bottesford  were 
actually  in  operation*  This  involved  very  detailed  work  as  the 
majority  of  the  houses  in  Bottesford  are  owner  occupied,  and 
there  were  found  to  be  several  complications  where  joint  drain- 
age was  contemplated* 

Bottesford  is  a very  modern  village  on  the  outskirts 
of  Scunthorpe,  and  the  coming  of  the  new  Sewerage  Scheme  was 
greatly  appreciated  in  the  parish. 

At  the  same  time  towards  the  end  of  1956  the  same 
contractors  commenced  operations  in  the  next  village  of 
Messingham,  about  two  miles  to  the  South  of  Bottesford.  The 
applications  for  connections  and  for  Conversion  Grants  in  this 
village  is  once  again  very  good,  but  of  course  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  obtain  a 100%  response  and  acceptance  of  the  scheme 
in  a village  where  there  is  so  much  very  old  property. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry’s  approval  to 
proceed  with  the  Barrow  portion  of  the  Barrow,  Goxhill  and  New 
Holland  Scheme  was  obtained.  The  Council  hope  of  course,  that 
v/hen  the  river  outfall  from  the  Barrow  scheme  is  completed  at 
New  Holland  the  work  in  the  two  other  parishes  will  be 
allowed  to  proceed. 

In  addition  to  many  miles  of  open  water  courses 
maintained  by  the  Council  because  of  pollution,  we  maintain  53 
Settlement  Tanks,  5 Lagoons,  2 Sand  Traps,  11  Sewage  Works,  5 
Temporary  Housing  Sewage  Works,  and  17  Pumping  Stations. 

I must  point  out  here  that  the  maintenance  of  all  the 
old  sewers  in  the  various  villages  and  the  cleansing  of  many 
miles  of  open  water  courses  presents  an  increasing  and  ever 
growing  problem,  and  it  is  correct  to  say  that  these  old  sewers 
are  now  in  many  cases  considerably  overloaded,  and  that  the 
various  drainage  systems  throughout  the  district  are  out-of-date 
and  defective. 


, 
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rlQUSING  ACT,  1949 
(Improvement  Grants). 

During  the  twelve  months  reviewed  "by  this  Report,  48 
applications  for  Grant  under  this  Act  were  received,  involving 
62  houses.  Pour  of  these  applications  were  withdrawn  and 
3 refused.  Grants  were  made  in  the  remaining  41  cases  involving 
55  houses. 

It  is  pleasing  and  encouraging  to  know  that  some  excellent 
modern  dwelling  houses  are  "being  provided  "by  the  machinery  set 
out  in  the  Act.  It  is  also  quite  clear,  "bearing  in  mind  the 
type  of  person  who  is  taking  advantage  of  the  Act,  that  those 
properties  would  not  "be  modernized  without  assistance  in  the  way 
of  Grant.  The  properties  concerned  in  the  applications  are  of 
course  definitely  worth  while  modernizing,  "but  on  the  other  hand 
the  alternative  would  he  a further  gradual  decline  in  repair  and 
amenity,  and  would  eventually  lead  to  slum  conditions. 

The  Council  have  felt  that  their  use  of  the  powers  given 
under  this  Act  to  he  well  worthwhile. 


Water  Supplies. 

The  Council  obtain  water  from  the  North  Lindsey  Water 
Board,  and  this  is  distributed  throughout  our  own.  mains  to  the 
various  villages.  Each  of  the  41  villages  in  the  area  has  now 
a piped  supply  and  the  only  remaining  work  to  he  done  is  the 
provision  of  a few  agricultural  extensions  as  and  when  the 
demand  arises. 

The  work  of  providing  house  connections  and  meter  supplies 
is  proceeding,  and  it  is  estimated  that  82%  of  the  house  properties 
in  the  district  now  have  a main  water  supply.
